2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-17 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2)-(3). While the prior art Schein teaches a fct instrument (computer 63) and 
reminder customizer (program guide, figures 6D, 9F and col. 1 1, line 51 - col. 12, line 4; col. 12, line 65 - col, 13, line 14, reminder list 
158), and prior art Boyer teaches a reminder customizer having several options regarding time ([0042]-[0044), fig. 3), these prior art do 
not teach or fairly suggest reminder options in a reminder customizer include options regarding a device on which a reminder is to 
appear. 

Claims 1-17 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) because the present invention can be used when a user desires to be reminded 
of a programnoing event regardless of which television set was used to create the reminder. 
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
